—@ ct of the newes of Poland, 
I ſbewing plaincly the occaſion 
Lg of the Turkes formidable pre- 

paration againſt that Country, 
with his deſcendingin perſon into Walachia, and 
comming to many skirmiſhes and battailes, afford- 
ing as many rumors of the ſeuerall cuents and ſuc- 
ceſſes in the ſame; inſomuch that many reported 
Poland was ouecr-runne, and $Sg//mondtlaine: Yet 
there is but one truth which that booke ingenerall 
ſets out: yer ſo farre ſhort of fatisfation, thatit 
comes not neere any particular indeede , whereby 
men went away, as if they had onely looked on the 
outward paincing and brauery ofa houſe, without 
9nce being admitted to ouer-looke , how neceſſary 
A 3 ang 
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and conuenient it was in the inward roomes.There- 
fore L will promile you amends, though in a plaine 
faſhion, and this relation ſhall ſupply the defefts 
of the other. Por I will preſently come te the pur- 
-oſe, and begin with the beginning of September: 
after the Polacks had entrenched themlelues , and 
the Turkes and Tartars came as neere them as 
might be. 

Know then, that the ſecond of September flzlo n7- 
#1, the Turkes and Fartars encamped themſclues by 
vs within a mile, or haltc a mile, and t':e ſame day 
been hotly vpon vs, brauing our crenches, which 
we would notendure,but came troblowes,and made 
a Skirmiſh, in which eight hundred Turks perithed, 
as by many Capriues and Priſoners.which we t»oke 
inthe flight, was afterward confefled. beſides ſuch 
as were {[aine neere hand in the charges.and farrc off 
with the Bullets , both of our field Peeces and Mul- 
katieres : on our fide periſhed Taronits and Borhdap, 
two Commannders of Light-horſe, and the Lord 
Lauizza of the Cohortof the Camp-Maſter , was 
ſhort in the footwith a great Buller, two Maſters of 
the beſt men ot Armesflaine, and aboue 30.other cf 
feucrall Companies hurt. 

The third of Septemver , they proceeded in rhe 

ame manner, and we with fome light excurſions {cr 
vpon them, till at Jaſtthey burſt out in three ſeuerall 
parts againft our trenches , eſpecially where our 
Coſlacks were quartred, and ſo caine to the very 
out->kirts of our Poliſh Army, who had command 
to keepe themiclucs within their Tents and Tren- 
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(3) 
ches, and annoy the Turkes with their great Artil- 
Jery,and ſo we proſpered for that time,driuing them 
into their Campe, wherein by Sunne-ſerting they 
quicklyretired : the ſame cuening our noblePrince 
paſſed oucr the Riuer, and came into our Campe 


with all manner of comfort and courage, but the 


Army he brought with him, with prouiſfion of war- 
like Ordnance, and other Munition neceſſary for vs, 
could not comeat vs, by reaſon the Bridge brake by 
the force of the water, which not three dayes before 
they had builded vp and ereQted. 

The fourth of September , bythe Sunne riſing, 
the Emperour of Turkes, would needs in perſon be 
a beholder of the skirmiſh , and fo ina mannerap- 
proched the Campe of the'Coflacks , bringing ma- 
ny ficld Peeces, and mounting ſuch, which they call 
Ianſcharki , and ſo a great battaile began , which la- 
ſted full ffue houres ; For the Coflacks much en- 
damnified by the Artillary , made fo brauc a falley 
ypon-the Turkes , that they draue them backe by 
maine force,and put a number of them to the ſword, 
infomuch that they aitered their determination,and 
brought their /anskarks before the quarter,where the 
Camp-Maſter was lodged , but here it was too hot 
for them: and it did not ſucceed, as they cxpeted, 
ſo they charged the Coflacks once againe,riding by 
our trenches ina brauing manner,and comming vp- 
on them with an inſulting violence,which yer prol- 
pered not, as they expected : whereupon not an 
houre before Sunne letting , they charged them 
more violently , but God was ourdefence at this 

time :

rim?! For the Coſſacks made ſo brave a falley,that 


hey put the Furkes to flight even to their Tents, 


with fach a {1tughter, and ſuch aſucceſle, that they 
ſurpriſed their Artillery, tooke tnany Tents,and ca- 
ried with them much farniture, and ſo returned be- 
{Ore dark night with the booty, to their own Camp 
and lodging. | 

The fifr of December , we were quict on both 
les: For the Turkes reinoued their quarter alittle 
more backward, yet with full reſolution to ſetvpon 
vs agaiae , as by many priſoners we tooke was con- 
teſſed: whereupon we fell to our accuſtomed pray- 
ers to God, and about noone there fell a raine, and 
fo there was nothing attempted that day, but that 
we prepared our ſelues for the expugnation. 

The ſixr of S2ptember, there fled vnto vs a Col- 
lack, one of the inhabitants by the river of Danu- 
Dus, who had beene ſeauen yeare in ſeruitude with 
the Turkes, and afhrmed , that there were ſlaine 
2080. lanifſarics in the laſt skirmiſhes , and expu- 
puition of our Camp ; that the great Turkehim- 
felte would 1:ad the whole Army in perfon, except 
ſuch as he muſt needs leaue for the defence of his 
Camp , and che ſecurity of his catrell : that already 
thcre began to bea greatdearth amongſt them. For 
fourc pounJ of bread was worth 24. Aſpers of (il- 
ver, and aquantity of Barly or or'1er Corne, equal- 
ting the halfe buthell of the meaſure of Camenentfis, 
was valued at ſcauen Florins, and 15. Aſpers, an 
thir many difconcents appeared amongſt them al- 
ready, The ſame day there came alſo vnto vs a 


Dutch 
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Dutchman , who had falne into the hands of the 
Turkes, asa priſoner with a Captaine of the Col. 
ſacks, and he aſſured vs that on Friday A/is Baſ/aw, a 
man of great reputation among the Turkes , was 
ſtruck inthe farchead with a Buller, and fo flaine; 
and that ſo many Turkes were ouerthrowne in the 
laſk ſeuerall on-ſets vpon the Coffacks , that they 
began to flye cuery where from their quarter and 
Cabbines : heallo related the cauſe, why the Turks 
were ſo quiet, which was byreaſon ofa larges, or 
donation of money the Turke beſtowed vpon ſuch, 
who had behaued themſelues well in the [af enter- 
priſe , preparing for new aſſaults : and this was the 
eruth of the martcer. 

The ſcauenth of September the Turkes came vp- 
on vSagaine inthe after noone, and very outragi- 
ouſly in great companies affaulted our Bulwarkes, 
which were yet vnperfeted , and lay ſomewhat 
naked to oppoſition, aſcending the ſame , and ta- 
| king as it were poſſeſſion : but with equall loſle, as 

it appcarcd for the time , vatill the noble Lord 

Steward of the Kingdome , who came there by 
chance with his troope of Horſe , fer vpon them 
moſt valiantly , and by the aſſiſtance of the Lord 
Caftellano Plocen, and P.Kadomina , put them off the 
walls toa fore-flight, as farre as the wood ſcited 
euen before the Turkes Campe , whether they fol- 
lowed them in the flaughter : as for ſuch Turkes 
as at firſt dared.to approach our Trenches , and 
ſcale our Mounts, they all periſhed vpon them, we 
got looſing abouc twelue men of Armes in that 
B {cruice, 
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ſcruice, with ſome few other hurt , except Caftella- 
14s Plocen, Who with many wounds returned, and 
died the next day : But the aſſault againſt the Col- 
ſacks endured from noone to night ; ours onely 
laſted fron: rhe atter-noone to Sunne ſetting , yet 
Þboth continued with fo fearefull effects , that the 
multitude of the flaughtred was apparant , and- 
the Enemies carkailes lay in heapes in the fields : 
Yea, it was remarkeable , how all that night the 
Turks madea ſearch with lighted fire-brands , and 
other Lamps, for ſome perſonof account amongſt 
the dead bodies, which as ſome of their ownefugt- 
tiues affirmed, was one of the Yzceer Baſſas, Whe was 
miſſing,and could not be found. 

The eighth of Seprember, there efcaped out of 
the Turkes hands a Coflack , who had long laine in. 
tetters, he came to vs by night, and tolde vs plaine- 
ly ,. that the Turkes had loaden many Cammels 
'with the encumbrances of the Army , and furni- 
ſhed the cariage Horſes, as if they meant to make. 
ſome retreat : notwithſtanding, the ſame day very 
inconſ{1derately they came vpon the Coffacks a- 
gainc, who by the helpe of the Germancs now a- 
monegſt them ;. both defended themſclues, and of- 
fended their Enemies : for here were braue Com-. 
maunders, partly vnder the Regiment and conduct 
of Captaine Drhuſof, partly vnder Captaine Ler- 
und , and of the other fide in the right wing, . 
there were the Cohorts of his Excellency , the 
Lord Palatine, The ſame day Schandattus cut off by 
ibc ſword, accordivg to the manner and cuſtome 


of. 
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ofa Military Court, who adiudged him to die, a 
principall Captaine of the Coſlacks, called Brox- 
aayka, who the yeare before had abuſed his prero- 
gatiue, and moſt peruertly by faious deuiſes , and 
apparant thefts, had tranſcended the gouernment 
of a Commaunder in chiefe, and falne to thefts and 
robberies more thenneceſſity, or the preſent wants 
enforced. 

The ſame day a certaine Squire eſcaped out of 
the hands of the Turkes , who was vntortunately 
eaken priſoner at a battaile in Cicora, and came 
vnto vs, affirming confidently , that ſince the 
Turkes comming into the field , there are dimini- 
ſhed at leaft twelue chouſand of theirnumber,ſome 
flaine out-right , ſome dying of their woundes, 
ſome ſurpriſed in the Campe , and ſome flying 
away. 

The ninth of September, the great Turke after 
noone drew out all his Army in bartaile array: 
which Lord Magnus our Generall perceiuing , de- 
erated no time , but prepared for the fight : fo 
that both Armies cuen to Sunne ſetting, ſtood loo- 
king vpon oneanother, without any mans giuing 
the figne of the batraile, not daring to approach too 
neerethe fortifications,and Bulwarkes ofour Tren- 


.ches; but ſtood as remote as they could, and far- 


theſt from danger. In the meane while, the Iani- 
zaries fell foule vpon the quarter of the Coflacks 
againe , and continued little leſſe then foure 
houres in a dangerous skirmiſh : For the Ger- 
imancs playing their part on the other ſide , as 
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aſſiſting the Coſſacks in their Warre-like cxcur- 
ſions, quickly, when they preſſed them with fury 


and impetuoſity , compelled chem backe to their | 


Campe , and wee returned to our Trenches ; But 
the ſame nightanother priſoner eſcaped, and came 
vnto vs, afhirming that of the Spahies, who were 
the forwardeſt in this expugnation , as ſo com- 
maunded by the Captaine ef the Ianizaries, loſt 
two hundred of their Company, and of the Iani- 
zaries were {laine,with fuch as periſhed in the flight 
I 500, 

The tenth of Septeraber, the Turkes were ſome- 
what quiet, as peraduenture wearicd with the for- 
mer dayes miſchiefe , and we farre apparant the va- 
rious chances of Warre,. and the wonderfull efles 
of aBattaile. | 


The elcuenth of September, the Turkes made 


a new apparance out of their Tents, witha good- 
ly Army : and wee were not behinde to Marſhall 


our Companies to as braue a ſhow : bar — 
[ 


was done that day , and ſo wee returned on a 

ſides ro lodging : yet while wee remained in this 
expeQation., the Turkes had tranſported. their 
Ordnance to the other fide of the Riuer , from 
whence hce playcd continually into the quarters 
of the Coflacks all that day : but when hee ſaw, 
they did them no more harme , hee quickly drew 
them backe againe ; and placed them more ſe- 
curcly : The ſame day , ſome thouſands of Tar- 


ears ſhewed themſelucs on that fide of the Riucr 


allo ; who. with their accuſtomed clamours and 
Out= 
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Gut-cry , attempted the breaking of our Bridge: 
but onely two hundred foot, whereof one was of 
led, and two hurt with Bullet, prefſed vpon them 
with ſuch volleyes of ſhot, that they were quickly 
put to flight. God graunt wee may be thankfull 
for theſe things. For without controuerſie, Gods 
onely hand hath protected vs, that both on the one 
fide the Turke is more remiſle then his former 
threatnings , and this preſent appearance promi- 
ſed; and we on the other fide we hane had greater 
courages, and better ſuccefle then wee could any 
manner of way expect. 


The tweifth of September , a lictle after mid- 
night , wee determined to ſet vpon the Campe of 
our Aduerſaries, leauing our noble Prince ſuthci- 
ently guarded within. the Trenches, as not well at 
eaſc, and fo. the: Ariny denided it ſelfe into parts, 


bauing inſtructions to come vpon them vnawares : 


_ the one to. compaſle the Woods , and ſet vpon 


them.in the reare, and at their backes : the other 
to out-face them in the front and ſides, that ſome- 
thing might be done cuery way.. But it pleaſed 
God to ſend ſo great a ſhower of raine, that wes 
were diverted from our purpoſes at this time: 
bur I make no queſtion of a better opportunity, 
and that our Aduerfaries little knew ot this pro- 
jet , and ſo wee may once againe ſet the ſtrata- 
gem on foot, till when wee retired to our Tren- 
ches ſecurely. 


The 15. of September, the Turkes and Tartars, 
B 3 with 
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with a great reſolution and impetaous aſſault, preſ- 
{ed both vpon vs, and the Coflacks in three ſeuerall 
partes, neither fearing our Artillery, nor making 
accompt of our Trenches: the great Turke himſelte 
bcing a ſpc&ator on an eminent Hill, whoſe youth 
apprehended the miſchicfe butas a ſport, For with- 
out any manner of remorce for the periſhing of ſo 
many thouſands, they came forward like furious 
beaſts without Diſcipline or order, and ſo periſhed 
like Beaſts, when the Artillery played vpon them, 
and wee ruſhed out as violently well armed and ap- 
pointed in the ſmoake againſt chem, this Batraile 
laſted from Noone to Night, and the God of Bat- 
tailes for his mercy ſake,did fruſtrateand annihilate 
both the purpoſe and the rageand fury of our Enc- 
mics, nor ended it ſo, but for his Glorics ſake wee 
prevailed with a great flaughter, and little lofſe on 
our {ide : So that it ſhould ſeeme all their threat- 
ning and fury was in vaine, concerning the attemp- 
ting ofour Trenches, and the Angels of the Lord 
ſpred his winges ouer our Tents: Onthe other fide 
our Sonldiers were ſo couragious, and animated, 
as infuſed with new Spirits from the ſame God,that 
chey not onely ruſhed out of the portes and paſla- 
ges of their Quarters ypon their Enemies, but hur- 
ricd ouer the Trenches and Ditches to forward the 
enterpriſe, and ſo came to handiblowes, and with 
extraordinary valour and flaughterſent them home 

againe. 
In this Skirmiſh we did notaltogether goe ſcot- 
free, but ſaw the periſhing of thoninds of _—_ 
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and Tartars, whoſe Carkaſſes befpred the ground * 


asI1t were: and among whome there periſhed the 
great Baſhaw ſurnamed Koraken, who newly came 
tothe Emperourand was moſt deare vnto him, and 
well accepred oft him: the ſame Fate and trial! had 
Naſſau Baſſaw with many Chawſes and Spahics,and 
a number vnnumbred of common £oaldicrs. 

After this ſlaughter the Turkes attempted no 
more the expugnation of our Campe, except that 
once they did inuade the quarter of the Coſſicks, 
but with the like ſucceſſe , yet many times they 
brought out their Armies to open view, and as ma- 
ny times God of his mercy made way to our pre- 
uailings, and wee returned Viftors : The ſame day 


the Bridge was finiſhed, which they had a while a- 


goc begun ouer the Riuer, that dinided their 
Campes : butto what purpoſe is not knowne , ex- 
cept to accommodate their paſſages the better : 
now alſo returned the Lord $Siclexiias, who had bin 
ſent into the Palatinate of Moldauia withanſwer ro 
a Letter, which they fent before, but what other 
newes he brought, is not apparant : It was alfo dif- 
couered, that a rumour was ſpred into the Turkes 
campe, that the Sacred Maicfty of Sig;/mond the 
King our Maſter, was come into the Field with a 


Royall PP and gencrall expedition, which alit-- 
t 


he Tartars, who were now to fight a- 


tle affrighte 


gainſtfortifications-and Armed men, contrary to 
their barbarous cuſtome of deuouring one ano ther - 
naked. 


The 17, of September, our great Lord Gon | 


& (12) |; 
held a martial! Counſell with the Lord Senators, ; 
Dukes, Goucrnors, and Captaines, to which were | 
alſo called the Lord Sahaidace, Generall of the Cof- ; 


ſfackes with all his Colonels,and Offticers,who with 
one voyce,and vnanimity of Spirit concluded and 
agrecd, rather co dic manfully in the field , then to 
goe backe one foot of ground, to glue the Enem 
cauſe of preſumption: and this was done with ſuc 
generall alacrity, that alchough both che Armies, 
I meanc, the Polonians and Coflacks, were in great 
diſtreſſe and wants ; yet they concluded, thatby 
Gods grace, they wouldnor be terrcfied with any 
Enemy. 

The 18. of September, certaine troopes of horſe, 
and Companics of foot , madea alley out of the 
Coſlacks quarcer in the night ypon the Turkes Ar- 
my, which was done fo ſecretly and ſuddenly, that 
ethey oucr-turned many Tents,ranſacked diners Ca- 
bins, and killed: ſome hundreds of men with Iauec- 
lings, Pollaxes, and Launces, without the report of 
a Peece, or carrying any an.» Worn them: yea, 
herein they were ſo fortunate, that they returned 
with great | wo without the lofſe of a man. The 
next night they performed as much , and with the 
like ftraragem fet vpon the Bridge they had new! 
builded &ereQed, and flew Corkas Ba//ovp, to 47 
cuſtody and charge it was committed. They alſo 
killed many Turks, tooke nine priſoners, and retur- 
ned with great ſpoiles anda rich prey,wherein were 
divers garments furred wich coſtly Furres , which I 
thinke,the Turkes vic among the Tartars,who vpon 
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many excurſions, made into Ruflia by thouſands 
in theſe dayes, returned with a wonderfull ſpike, 
{clling them ata price to the Turks: and this was 
done cuen as they came along to take vp their 
lodgings in theſe Prouinces. 

Ac this time his Excellency , che Lord Gene- 
rall, was ſubic& to a great ſickneſſe, which ſo im- 
paired his health, that he feared his life : where- 
vpon he ſummoned all Officers, and referred his 
gouernment to the Lord Campe, Maſter Generall, 


withall Millicary priuiledges, and imperiall fun- 


tions, inueſting vpen him as farre as he could his 
dignity and authority ; yet were the whole Army 
deſirous to ſee the heroick Prince himſelfe moun- 
ted on horſe-backe, as their Commaunder Ge. 
nerall, though as yet very young , ſo that by this 
toy and good mindes of the Army, he was much 
eomforted, and incited to thanke them all, and 
be the more gracious vnto them , when time 
ſhould ſeruc. | 

The 24. of September, hauing layne quiet a 
great while , an accident at home diſquiered vs 
all: For our greatLord Geaerall,labouring long 
in his ficknefle , and being wearied and ſpent a- 
gaine with intollerable convulfions, and diſtem- 
perature of theayre, yeelded to the commaund 
of a higher Generall, and ſo.died in the Camp. 

The 25.of September, the Emperour of Turks 
made a great preperation to ſet vpon vs on all 


ſides, drawing out from their ſeuerall Quarters, 
C both

both Horſe, Foot, and Artillery, to oppreſſeand 
: expugne vs With an vnreſiſtable power; and fo 
they approached our Trenches with accuſtomed 
clamours and out-cries : but the ſame God, that: 
keprvs from the beginning , continued ſtill our 
Protector, andalli their attempts were annihi:a- 
red, turning rather to the deſtruction of many ot 
their owne Souldiers, then to our detriment, 

The 26, of September.Bpti//a was diſpatched, 
who was ſent vnto vs from the Palatine of Mol- 
dauia, with Letters and other intelligence: hee 
came but the Tueſday before with the Lord of 

 Lielenskij, who affured vs, that the Turkes had a 
great defire to treat of a peace ; and therefore 
Baptiſta had in charge to dealc with the Viceeryfor 
ſate condutt of ſuch Commithoners, as might be 
ſent to traCtate about the peace and quictneſſe of 
both Armies. 

\Within three dayes our Souldiers fet vpon 
ſome parr of the Tartars Quarter, as being much 
diſpleaſed , that the paſſages were ſtopped vp by 
them : whereby the Souldiers that went a forra- 
ging, and to gather fodder and litter for their 
Horſes, were much diappointcd : ſo that in re-' 
werge they put many to the ſword , and ſettheir 
Quarter on hre. Td 

The 27. of September , the Turkes hauing 
ſtrongly mounted diuers great Pecces , *and pla- 
ced their Gabbions about them.as is the cuſtome, 
playcd fcarctully into the Coſſacks Quarter, and 

L hoop ſpent: 
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ſpent all che fore-noone in the ſending hundreds 
of Bullets among them : but when they-percci- 
ued that it ſmally auailed, they defiſted,and made 
ancw attempt in their owne perſons necrer vnto 
them: which when the Coffacks perceiued , ei- 
ther loath to be out-braued at their owne walls, 
as I may ſay, or encouraged by the thriuings of 
many out-roades and excurſions they had for- 

erly made: oremboldned by cheir owne ſufft- 
ciency, or preſuming on the weaknefle , and na- 
kednefle of their Aduerſaries, L might addetheir 
barbarous haſtineſſe , and beitiall howlings and 
out-cries; they fallyed out brauely , with the 
moſt part of their Army , and compulled them 
backe, driuing them tnto cheir Quarters with a 
greatſlaughter, and a great ſpeedinefle : and the 
ſame day, to the comfort of vs all, our noble 
Prince, whoſc long vntimely ficknefle, as it were, 
fadded ourhearts, recouered ſome ſtcength, ri- 
ding round »bout the Army, being entertained 
with great ſhowts and acclamations of the Soul- 
diers, and ſhewing in himſelte apparant ſignes of 
recouery, as hauing layne vnder the ſhakings of a 
fearctull Ague, almoſt cuer fincewee encamped 
our ſclues, to whom the King did daily ſen Phy. 
ficians, and Meſſengers , and would willingly 
haue come himſelte in perſon ; bur that all his 
' Peeres and Counſailours would not hazard all at 
once, co iſt{ering, what a formidable Enemy had 


threatned him,and fearctull preperation in a man- 
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ner circumcepted him : therefore they proetted 
to keepe him as a ſecond, and that ſecurely, that 
if the Turkes ſhould preuaile (which God forbid) 
againſt theſe Forces well ordered and marſhalled 
within theſe Trenches : there might yet a new 
Muſter be made, and Army trayned, whom the 
preſence of a King , and werthinefle of ſo great a 
Commander might bring together, and ſet vpon 
the Triumpher with freſh ſupplies. 

But oh thou God ! VWhar an alteration was 
here? He that threatned theſe Polonians with in- 
ſulting oftcntation, by Ambaſſes,Letrers,and an 
innumerable company of Mahumetans and Tar- 
tarians: he thathad denounced defiance againſt 
_ all Chriſtendome: he that had ſpoken preſump- 
tuous words againſt any foree, ſhould come by 
way of oppoſition: he that aduentured his perſon 
as farre as his greatneſlc might deſcend, tobea 
| Speftator of this wafull Tragedy , wherein the 
miniſters: of Warce and deftruction muſt play 
their parts , ad he which had brought one hun- 
dred caſt Peeces into the field, to batter all forti- 
fications into rubbiſh : had now an anſwere re- 
turned of ſtrange contradiction ,. had now his 
threats retorted with as auaileable menaces, had 
now his rages ſenz backe againe with vnexpetted 
fury , had now his preſumption rebated with as 
noble a defiance , had now his way blocked vp 
and intercepted , that hee could not ſo quickly 
come ouer Pallifados, and Trenches , had now 
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Cannon to Cannon, battery to battery,and though 
not ſo many, as himſclte brought, yet ſo well ap- 
pointed, and ſoefhicatious in the deſignes, that hee 
was not fo forward in his glory as he determined, 
nor ſo furious in any execution, as hee promiſed : 
Nay, if it had beeneas well knowne to vs as him- 
ſelte, he repented that cucr he came into the fields 
of Walachia, and as you ſhall heare hereafter, both 
retracted his firſt arrogancy,and whiſpered a peacc, 
though hee durſt not ſpeake it aloud, for feare of the 
Ianizaries, 

But oh you ſonnes of men ! what ſay you to ru- 
mour,and the credulity of vncertaine reports ? what 
ſay you to paſſion, and the diſordered burſtings our 
of your owne wiſhes > Vhar fay you to aftrigh- 
tings, that becauſe you heare of the greater num- 
bers , will therefore preſently ſhew the greater par- 
tiality.> How ofters within.chis twelncmoneth hath 
Bogdonia beene ranfacked, Podolia diſtreſſed, Po- 
ilonia ouer-runne , Szg;/mondtlaine, and the Army 
diſcomfited,and yet(thanks be ro God)the trenches 
were neuer caſt downe,the Souldicrs diſarmed, the 
rroopes ſlaughtred,the King in danger : (For he was 
ſcarce in the ficld atall) or any fearefull lofle endu- 
red, more then they that muſt be loſt in ſo many con- 
flidts, and ſuch impetuous aſſaults : and thus much 

by way of tranſition... Now toour buſineſſe againe: 
The ſamenight,that the Prince had ſhewed him- 
ſlfe, the day before the- Cofſacks being ſer vpon, 
as yon hauc heard, ſuddenly afſaultedthe Quarter of 
their enemies,cſpecially theTar/ars,who lay without 
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(18) 
any manner of diſcipline, or ſtrong fortifications : 
yea, this they did twice in one night, and chat with 
fach lucceſſe, thar beſides the ſlaughter, and hauock 
they made, they returned with great ipoiles, and 
booty, yea greater then the Enemy could ſpare, or 
werewilling to looſe; this they did often, and al- 
though ſometimes their actions were obumbrated 
with ſome diſcointcure : yet did they neuer make 
any falley, without the greater {laughter of cheir 
Enemies, Now is Baptzſta come backe againe trom 
the Enemies Campe , bringing Lettcrs t.om Yejiu 
Basſha, of ſafe conduQ and admithion,as hc himlclte 
had had experience by himſelte tor fuch Commil= 
fioners, as the King of Poland would pur in trutt tor 
the diſpatch of ſo high affaires : yea, he ſaid plainly, 


as farre as he could conicfure, that neucr was any 


thing ſo pleaſing to the Turke and his Souldicrs, as 
the name of peace, conſidering thetimes , and the 
manner of the Warre; eſpecially that his reputation 
was ſfaucd by the firſt ſeeking it by the Polonians: 


' wherein he vſcd this pollicy, to make the [anizaries 


belecue, he was of himſelfe vawilling to darken the 
glory of the Othoman family, by demanding peace 

himſelfe at any inferiour Nation inthe world. 
Notwithſtanding all this motiue of quictnefle, 
which Bapritas Letters demonſtrated, mighr come 
to cquali concluſion by orderly Commiſſioners, 
The Grand Stgnicur protected with all the force, 
brauery, andpullicy he could, ro ſet vpon theCof: 
ſacks again:, who were his Aunceſtors Enemies, 
ang Mare obnoxious vynto him, then. any newwh- 
Oe: : bours 
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bours whatſoeuer : and becauſe he would make, as 
it were ſure worke of the matter, hee acquainted 
Tartar Chrim , who they ſay accompanied tiim to 
the Warre with the ſame, and he either of 2cefſity 
obeying , or outof cuſtome conſenting, or lor his 
owne reuenges willing , quickly accord , and by 
breake of day brought all his Tartars to the place 
appointed for the cxpugnation : whereupon they 
ordered the matter fo, that in the manner ofaring 
they compaſled our Trenches round about : firſt 


 playingouer their heads into our Camps, with ma- 


ny great Ordnance, which were mounted inthree 
ſeucrall places ; then tranſported they ouer the Ri- 
uer thirty more, which continually beat both vpon 
ours, the Liſſauonians, and the Coflacks Tents, and 
that for the ſpace of diuers houres, ſending likewiſe 
fiery Speares, burning Darts, and ſulphury Balls a- 
moneg(tvs, infomuch that our Prince lying yerficke 
in his Tent, had the Captaine of his Guard flaine 
with a Buller. Among the Liſlauonians three of the 
beſt men of Armes were killed outright:and among 
the Coſlacks one or two hurt. 

After this, with ſtrange aſlaults and fearcfull vio- 
lence, they preſſed vpon the two ſpeciall paſſages of 
our Camp : whereat the one ſtood firme, the 1,ord 
C:mpe Maſter Generall, with a great and ſtrong Bat- 
talion : atthe other, the Lord Palatine Culmenfis : 
in the Market-place, the Lord Dcenhoff, with many 
Germanes : ina word, wee wereallin Armes, and 
the Cannons played on both ſides as farre as they 
could, for hurting toſe.1n their owne Quarters: at 


Jafl 
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Jaſt on a ſ1ddaine with accuſtomed cry the Tartars 
gauec on,and were ready to ſcale the Trer.ches &en- 
ter in atthe Ports. Then followed the Ianizaries,as 

| their ſeconds, and laſtly, the Spahies and Chawlſes 
on Horſebacke, who by their brauery made them- 
ſeJues ſure of the entrance, for thetrath is we gaue 
ground, and loſt many men: For they preſſed ſo 
thicke vpon vs, that our ſhot did no good, and wee 
came to handy blowes within our owne Trenches, 
till certaine Coſlacks on that quarter, and Maſters 
, of Pole on ours, finding the Tartars diſordered and 
diſarmed, ruſhed vpon them with fury , that they 
were driuen as faſt back againe, asthey came in, and 
ina manner bare the Ianizaries downe, and puſled 
chem much with their violence : yer notwithſtan- 
ftanding freſh men were ſtil ſent forwar,dwho with 
a ſtrange pertinacity, & vachangeablevalour, con. 
tinued till Sun-ſet in the expugnation: ſo that in my 
conſcience, if they had beene Armed, and diſcipl:- 
ned after the manner of the warlike Nations of Eu- 
rope, they had made a (hrewde aduenture, and 0- 
pened a gap of entrance into our Countrey, and 
then(God knowes) whether this inundation would 
hauerunne. For you ſee, when raging Seas beate 
vpon the bankes of low grounds, it they preuaile in 


-bearing them before them , whole Countries are 
iwallowed vp in the Vaſt paunch of the Ocean: Bur 
che ſame God, that puts a hooke in the noſtrils of 
Lexiathans, and bindeth Bebemath with a chayne, ſer 
a limitation for theſe raging Mahumetans,and fur. 
-3us and barbarous Tartarians, ouer which they 


ſhould 
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ſhould nor paſſcar this time. 

For although they come with reſolution to force 
our Trenches, and fo to lay the way open to ouer- 
looke thoſe ficldes of Bogdonia with acurions eye, 
and pur it thus to a braue tryall, dividing them- 
{clues in many Troopes to take aduantage of our 
wealnes, and ſhrinking in this tempeſtuousſorme, 
yet (God berhanked) with our accuſtomedconſtan- 
cy we kept our ground, and though with ſome loſle 
conſtrayncd them to let goe the hold they had, and 
in the end wich a great ſhame and a greater flaugh- 
ter,they hid RAY, 0 within their owne hedees : 
yea, they that cucr ſcorned to quarter themſclues 
within Ditches, and for their infinite muleitudes 
(with defireof expedition) would ncuer conſent to 
caſt vp a Trench, were now compelled to thinke 
vpon ſecurity, and haue a rctiring place to goe too 


asa refuge. 


The 29. of September, there was great ſilence a- 
monegſt them, and a meſſenger came for intermiſſi- 
ona while, that they mightbury their Dead, which 
was a worke indeed recipcocall drmarne vs, and ſo 
the time was ſpent in clcering the way of the dead 
Carkaſſes betweene our Campes,which being a full 
myle broad, lay all be-fpred with dead bodyes, 
whereinwe alſo had a ſhare, and the ſame cauſe of 
ſetting our ſelges on worke : For many Tartars had 
conuaied themſclues ouer the Riucr, and taking ad- 
uantage of our qncounter, thought we had left the 
backſide of our Campe, as it were naked and vnde- 
ended, but when they came, they found the Carts, 

"EY "I Waggons, 
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Waggons,and Carriages, ſo firongly to Barricado 
it, that they thought it in vaine to hazard them- 
ſclues, and ſo returned diſappointed : yet becauſe 
they would be doing, they threw wild-fireamongſ(t 
the carriages, and put the Cattle in a-great feare, 
whoſe roarings and bellowings amazed vs much, 
and ina manner begg:d reliefe at onr hands, ſo that 
we thought it mcere ro ſend out cercaine Troupes 
of Horſe, who tell vpon thera (o opportune! y, that 
they letin 200, Polaxes am >ngſ them, yea the very 
Pyoners came with. their Pixzs and hutchcs, and 
nd their parts like men and Souldiers : So that 
inthe end wee compelled them to ſwim ouecr the 
Riucr backe againe. 

The next day being the 30.of SeptemHer,certain 
fugitiues came vnto vs, and many Captiues of our 
owne Countrey-m?n, who aſſured vs that the 
Turkes loſt in that Conflit 3000.men,beſtdes thuſe 
which he Tartars left behinde on the other {ide of 
the Riuer : wee loſt outright beſides the wounded 
300. amongſt whom was one Caprtaine of account, 
and two of the Princes Guard, who were well cſtee. 
med by him : But ſuch- was he feare of this miſs 
chiefe,and appearance of danger, rhat many indeed 
fled into Folard with heauy newes of an ouerthrow, 
ſo that when rumour was once arunning, it immi- 
tateda ball of Snow, which by often rowling grows 
eth greater and greater, and in the end confumerh 
like a Ball of ſnow, when the ſunn: of Truth diffol- 
uech it into vapours, and conſumerh it to gothing 
with the heate othis rcflixure, 

; Thc 
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The fame day was a Councell of Warre, and 
 Whenwe ſaw, thatthcir reſolution was to ouer-run 
vs, and that if by antyy meanes weſhould fayle in op- 
poſition, there would heere be made an entrance 
:nto.our Country indeed, when we alfo vnderſtood 
they were as willing to the peace as our ſclues, ſo it 
might bee of our firſt ſecking, wee concluded to 
make the aduenture, and temper the potion, which 
might curethe burning feauer of our diſquict : and 
ſo thc Lord -Caſtefarus Belrenn, and the Lord Palatt. 
nadus Lablinnen, were appointed Commiſſtoners to 
traſtate with the Turkes about Articles of Peace, 
and ceſſation of Hoſtility : theſe had for their at- 
ecndants 20. of the beſt Gentlemen of our Campe, 
and the beſt furniſhed, beſides feruants with proui- 
fion of neceſlarics, it they ſhould fayle in their Am- 
baſſte, and finde, a contrary doggednes in their 
encmies. 

By that time the Trumpets had giuen warning 
of their acceflz, and that they approched very neere 
the Turkes Campe 200. Spahics and Chawlſes on 
Horſebacke with Veluet Gownes, rich filuer Ma- 
ces, and braue Turbanes, came to entertaine them, 
and bring them by way of conduction through the 
rſt Guard of Ianizaries, and fo through many 
troopes of Horſe, and field Pieces mounted on de- 
licate Carriages, till they came tothe Tent of the 
Vicecr, who welcommed him in his Maſters be« 
halfe:but according to former cuſtome hee muſt at» 
tend a while, erc hee could haue Anſwer from the 


Grand Sizncur himlelfc,and peraduenture not ſpeake 
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wich himat all : For you muſt know, that howe- 
ucrthey were glad of compoſition, yet the Turke 
would not diſcouer any inclination to Peace, but if 
hce did condiſcend, itwas mcerly out of Heroyick 
compaſſion, not any neceſſity of his part : For du- 
ring the time of the treaty, the Hoſtility continued, 
and diuers excurſions had the eft<& of furious cn- 
counters and bloody skirmiſhes. 

The firſt of Oftober, the Lord K-5:akorf5ty re- 
turned by night wicthall his Company and prouilte 
on fate ro our Campe, hauing eſcaped many dan» 
gers and conflits with the Tartars, who being ac+« 
gquaintcd with this purpoſe and Lourncy,lay inwaite 
to intercept his return : For thus it was, prouifion 
fayling in our Campec, and many neccffaries wane 
ting becaufe the Enemy had blocked vp diuers paf- 
ſages and Riuers, whereby the 1habirancs could 
not bring in prouiſton, as th-y were accuſtomed, it 
was concluded to ſend the Lord Korkat wffsky with 
Capraine Y;/xex to the Towne Camenecen, with a 
ſuthcient conuoy for prouifion and viQtuall; who 
fome 8. daycs before rooke his Iourncy, which was 
not yet ſo couertly done,but both Turkes & Tartars, 
were acquainted with the ſame ,apprehending that 
we muſt needs be in ſome diſtreſſc, & that ourwanrs 
wereto bee ſupplyed from his endeauours in procu- 
ring new prouthon,and therfore aduanced a ftrong 
B .tralion with many ſhot on foore, and divers ficld 
Picces to intercept his returne, and fo lay betweene 
the Towne and our Campe, being not 15.myle a 
lunder : they rooke vp much ground, and were 
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—_ inmany places, yea many times refolued 
ro ſet vpon the Towne it elfe, and if they could ro 
rake the ſpoyle of the ſame but it was too ſtrong 
for chem, and ſo they contented rhemſelnes in the 
expcQation of this booty , and the returne of rhe 
Polonians tro the Campe. 

When the Towne ſawe the Fieldes thus ouer- 
fpred with Tartars, and that they were fo well ap- 
pointed to intercept the Carriages, they fortched 
them(clues the ironger, and yet ment notto kee 
themſclues within their Walles , conſtdering £ 
neceſſity of relecuing their Campe : bur againe vn» 
derſtanding thar they lay vpon euery paſſage, and 
muſt hazard the whole Conuoy with the prouift- 
on in the interception : the Land Koskakorffsky, 
with che other Captaines, thought it beſt ro pur a 
ericke vpon their Enemies,and decciue them if they 
could by a petty Stratagem, which they thug cffeR- 
ed : When all thinges werercady for their returne 
within Eight daycs after thcir departure from the 
Campe, they fer forward backe againe,with many 
Waggons of Wine and Corne, and fo ifſucdour 
with certaine Troopes well appointed, whom they 
flancked with light Waggons full of Strawc, and 
Hay, yet not ſofull but they went in a manner as 
faſt as the Horſe, which when the Tartars percei- 
ued, they brought vp their Pieces and came for- 
ward with their ſhot, to diſ-rancke theſe Carrtes, ve- 
rily ſuppoſing the maine booty was inthe midft of 
the troopes : bue the Carres went fo faſt, and the 
Horſe vpon the trot, that 'they were quickly fiom 
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the ſhot of their Ordinance, and madethe Tartats 
weary to follow thera: yet as they were inſtruted 
they made diuers ſtands, as if the Waggons ment 
to take ſome reſt, and then as the Tartars approa- 
ched they would trot away againe, and thus they 
continued till night : by which time the Tartars 
were quickly drawnefrom the Towne,and thought 
it worke enough to ſecure the field Peeces from 
ſurprizing : When night came, then iflued out 
the Lord Koskaktorffky with the mayne Conuoy 
indeed, which conſiſted of Corne, Oyle, Wine, 
Honey, and Cattle, and wentacleane contrary way 
vnknowne to the Enemy, though ſomewhat about 
coa Towne called Sarno Kowontcie, where he was aCs 
comodared to the Riucr of Zer, and from whence 
he came to the Campe, as you hauc heard in ſafety 
and good order : yet not without ſome oppoliti- 
on, though farre from loſle and diſcomfiture : For 
by that time the Tartars knew how they were de- 
cciucd, which they did by light Horſemen ſent of 
purpoſe by the Polenians, to diuert them from fo]- 
lowing thoſe troopes chat iſſued out of Camencces 
by day too farre, they ſent word to the Turkes of 
the deceipt, and they exaſperated with very rage, 
ranne downe in whole Companies to beſct the Ri- 
uer on both fides, and brought their Ordinanceto 
play vpon the Boates, who kept the ſtreame, bur 
the moſt were paſſed by ere they came ; and thereſt 
kept the Channel, which was hcere ſo broad, that 
tac Ordinance playcd on the Banckes and could 
not doe them much harme : Yet did the Turkes 
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follow them as farre as our Trenches,but we haning 
certaine Towers well fortcfted on borh fides the 
Riuer,played out of them ſo violently, that wee cut 
off ſome of them in their ſpeedines, and thoſe who 
were within reach of the ſhot of our Trenches,were 
faineto recoylc, and fo the Turkes and Tartars re- 
turned with great ſorrow on all fides,to be thus dif- 
appointed, an1 we entertained our friends with joy 
on cuecry {ide to be thus relceued. 

The ſame day before Sur-ſetting, Ambaſſadors 
came to our Noble Prince from the Coflackes, in- 
habitirg the ſhore of the Blacke ſea by the mouth 
dt Volga, and thoſe Riuers that powre themlclucs 
as it were into the lap of A/@vtis Palus, and thoſe 
borders of Ruflia : The ſomme of their Ambaſcy 
was, that they had raiſed an Army of 20000. in d*- 
tence of the Ciriſtians, againſt either Turke and 
Tartar,or any other Encmy, which ſhall b!aſpheme 
their Religion ;.they were a:med and payed and 
within a dayes march of the Campe : whether they 
wereentertained by the Prince or no? Letall Prin- 
ces iudge,who know the benefit of Auxiliary forces 
and friendly fupplyes, comming, opportunely, and 
in caſe of neceſſity, whether. the newes was wel- 
come 2? let a wounded anddiſtrefled perſon iudge 
who is pnld our of a ditch trom ſtaruing & broughe 
co good fires'and better lodging : whether we made 


vie of their company and coadiutement, let him: 


iudge, that being overmatched with raging aQquer- 
facies,is on a ſodain ſupplyed-with worthy ſeconds, 
who venture their ltues in fiis defence : In a worde 


worde whether the Turkes vaderfianding of.their 


approach. 
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approach: were not a little troubled, conſidering 
they had beene ſo often affronced already : letthem 
judge that vnderſtand the nature of Conflias, and 
che condition of ſupplies, though it bee but im 
Ambuſcadoes , which hauc many times turned 
backe, fayling and diſcomfitted Troopes, and ina 
new yall recouered the victory. 
word whether the Turks vndcrſtanding of their 

The ſecond of Oftober, wee tooke ſome Priſo- 
ners, and many came vnto vs of their owne accord; 
yea, divers Captiues Chriſtians found away to 
eſcape, and dcliuer themſclues from the Turkiſh 
{laucry and bondage, and bee vnited againe to the 
Louc and Obedience of their mother Conntrey, 
who all confidenely affirmed, that the Turkes were 
weary of the Warre, and the Tartars crycd out of 
the walled Townes, fortefied Trenches, mounted 
Ordinance, arming Corllets , long Pikes, and 0+ 
ther Warlike preparation, contrary to their bar- 
barous and Sauage nakednefle, and yer did they 
not deſiſt from their ſpoyles, and vnciuill forra- 
ging of the Countrey, eſpecially if they could vp. 
on any aduantage, cither ſet vpon vs, or _ 
vs : butyer wee had no ſuch aduertiſement from 
our Commiſſoners, nor durſt disbandy our ſclues 
vpon any hopes, whatſocuer : Onely this I will 
bee bolde to affirme, that if the Turkes did now 
deſire a Peace withvs, hee will not bee ſo forward 
© proclaime Warre againſt vs hercafter, or in- 
—_— the Condicons, when they bee once ra» 

ed,

From thethird of October,to the ninth, the time 
was ſpent in diſputing abour the peace : For the 


Hoſpedar of Walachia, with many Princes of Ser- 
uia and Bulgaria, intruded themſclues, and defired 
the Viceers and Baſhawes of the Turke tobe inclu- 
ded in the conditions. Heere ſome will haue the 


King of Poland to repaire into the Campe: ſome 


againc will haye him to come in with the Army of 
Coſlacks, that came from Volga and the black Sca : 
fome will hauc his Standard royall to be aduanced 
in the Army, before he came in perſon : ſome will 
haue hun ſecretly tocome in, withour any brauery 
or oftencation : howſocuer ir be; this is ſure, that he 
was neicher mentioned, nor publickly ſcene, vatill 
the Treaty of Peace, and his marching to Leopeolis, 
wherein likewiſe I finde ſome difcrepancy about the 
tim-, which may be the miſtaking of f:/o wow», and 
filo intiquo, or elſe theerror conſiſted in the ferting 
downeagenerall riſing , when yer moſt part of the 
Army remained in the Trenches, after the King was 
departed, as you ſhall hearc hereafter : howſocuer z 
I hnde no variation for the ſubſtance of matter, nor 
in truth any great matter after the peace to variate 
abour, and ſo ro the purpoſe. 

Theninth of October, the peace was concluded 
aftcr the old conditions, and ratifications with the 
accuſtomed manner of pracecdings, nor was there 
any manner of tcederation left out , which mighe 
ſcrue to glorifie the Common-wealthes on cither 
ſide; From whence onely obſeruc , that by this 
meanes , this inſulting Enemy , whoa little before,

or if you will the Spring of the yeare, threatned fire 
and (word, and was fo farre from any conditions of 
amity , that he proclaimed the deuaftation of our 
Countrey.and would haue no denial], bur vtter ſub- 
iction, tribute, and ſlauiſh obedience, by the force 
of Armes, ſaw now the ſtaffe of his mightineſl: bro- 
kena pieces;.and that ina manner by compu:ſion, 
he muſt makcea peace with an inferiour Prince : and: 
when ? when we ſtood in need of prouiſton, wanted 
powder, and ſhot, ſaw a rerurdance in ſuch troopes 
and payments of money, as were promiſed by many 
Chriſtian Princes , had our Common-wealth tur- 
moyled with the Warres of Liuonia, and our felues 
formerly wearicd with many convulfions, now ſet * 
vpon afreſh with the onely Encmies of Chriſtens 
dome, the great Turke, .and barbarous Tartar: bur 
this God can doe, and this God for vs, and the ſame 
God w:ll (I hope) continue his mercy toward vs, 
The 11. of Otober, the Emperour of Turks ſent 
vnto his Maicſty a Mcfſenger. with theſc inftruRi- 
ons, that we ſhould firſt raiſe 0ur Camp,and depart: 
out of Walachia, a Prouincc ſubicCt and tributary 
to him, which by no mcane” we would agree vnto,. 
proicCting alrogether the dignity of rhe Kingdome, . 
and the commodiouſneflc of cl:e Army, both which: 
might haue beene impaired , nay all quite *Ouer-. 
throwne, if white we were puſled thus in rifing ; eis- 
ther the Turks breaking their coucnants , might fall 
vpon vs; or ouer-iaking vs in the Plaines, might. 
prefle vpon vs with the greater number, and vn- 
prouided, VYhereupon the Turke leauing the: 
| Ganding: 
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ſtanding Bridge, which he madecouer the Riuer, rec 
moued his Camp ſome halfe mile backwarder, gi- 
uing vs leaue-to make vie of the Bridge, cither tor 
carriages too and fro, or our orderly marches : bur 
yetweſtirred notfor allthis : no, though the Turke 
flayed two daycs inthat place; inſomuch, that wee 
had recourſe one to another, and rooke a liberty ts 
Hatter oneanother with-formall welcomes, feaſting, 
and kinde embraces, as is thecuſtome of reconciled 
friends,or if you will proteRed-Enemies, 

The12. of Oftober,the Grand Signicur marched 
fiue mile further, to the River ſurnamed Prath, and 
there ſettled his whole Army : The ſame day we dif- 
poſed of our Ordnance in Carts made of purpoſe, 
and tookethe benefit of the Turkes Bridge , for the 
eaficr CE RIEnY our {clues,as you hauc heard: 
yet wasour King on foor., and had marched ſome 
few dayes before toward Leopolis , giuing vs dire- 
tions not to ſtirre, rillthe time appointed : For the 
Tartars were not yet appeaſed, bur continued their 
accuſtomed manner-of thefrs and robberics, both in 
burning of Villages,and meeting with as naked men 
as themſelues;ſo that when we departed indeed, we 
went very ſtrong, ſending-our Munitton and Caria- 
ges , two dayes before we threw downe our Tren- 
ches; where-abour, alſs there was ſome diſputing, 
whether we ſhould leuell them with the ground or 
no: for they ſeemed a good refuge, if occaſion ſer- 
ued to retire vnto, Fs 

The 13. of Otober, the Turkes remoued againe 


alittle beyond the Riuer of Prath, and encamped

themſclues three mile further. The ſame day our il- 
luſtrious Prince continuing {till with the maine Ar- 
my, aroſe at once, and marched ro the ſurtherfide 
fIfter ouer the Turkes Bridge, by a Towne called 
Zaranie, in the Prouince of Checinen, and in the 
ficld that belonged to rhe Caſile, where the Prince 
rooke vp his lodging , leauing the Lord Lermmnh, 
andall the Germane Coherrts to attend the Caria- 
ges and Carts, and ſafe condud the Artillery ro the 
places appointed: For there were many ftraglers of 
the Tartars , and Ourt-lopers of the Seruians and 
Walachians, that lay in waite for robberies, and 
ſpoiles , neither ſparing vs, nor the Turkes them- 
clues, if they could oucr-maſter cither, andſowere 
no better then proteſſed Theeues : and therefore 
was this order taken in our marches, not to be cir- 
cumuented, or madeaſpoile of inthe breaking vp 
of a Campe. 

All thenext day. being the 14. of Otober, we ta- 
riedat Zaranie, till the Cariages came together, 
which the day following, being the 15. we ſent very 
carly to Camenicen , whether wee alſo approched 
with the maine Troopes by. Sunne ſer. But the 
Coflacks rooke agother way, hauing many promi- 
{cs of gratification, both from the Turke and our 
ſclues, ſuch was theirvalour, def cruing commemo- 
ration : ſuch were their enterpriſes compelling ac- 
knowledgement, That night the Prince lodged in 
the Callie: and the next day the Commiſhoners 
returned with the Articles of agreement , and ma- 
ay Honourable perſons preſented themſelues, who 
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were ſcuerally weicommed as Actors on the former 
ftage of Warre, and turmoile, and louers of their 
Countrey, for whoſe ſakes, as you haue heard, they 
aduentured both eſtates and perſons, and were rea- 
dy to powre out their bloods, as they named it, fox 
the crofſe of Chrift. 

After the ſerious matters were debated, the Am- 
dafladours diſmiſſed, and the affaires ſertled, they 
had ſome time to talk of other buſines, and among 
the reſt of the Turkes diſpoſition , concerning 
whom one of the Basſhawes had diſcoucred to the 
Potonians, while they were about their traCtate of 
peace ; how irkefome and diftaſting it was to the 
young Emperour , who many times ina franticke 
manner would excruciate and rorment” himſelfe 
with ations of diſtemperature, as throwing of his 
Turbane, beating his breaſt, and kicking his very 
Basſhawes, who qdurſt not reply, but were ſubic& to 
a very flauiſh proſtitution , and then would he fall 
to weeping, and wringing his hands to thinke vpon 
his inaufpitious actions, and vnfortunate attempts, 
remembring two. eſpeciatl times : one when with 
ſeauen thouſand of our Army , we ſet vpon 10000, 
Turkes , who made a braue falley on our Trenches, 
but were beaten backe with violence to their owne 
homes, at which he ſo ftormed, thar he called them 
Slaues, Vagabonds, and idle , as it they had piayed 
the Traytors of purpoſe to. eccliple his glory , and 
obumbrate his renowne. 

Another: whenthe Coflacks {allyed vpon them, 
and ſlew ſo many of the Tartars, that twey were 
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weary of killing , and fo returned with a great prey 
and ſpoile into their owne quarters, Bur of all that 
fatall day, the 18. of September troubled and tor- 
mented him, when he reſolucd and ſet vp his reſt to 
ouer-runne vs at once, and came forward with ſuch 
impetuoſity, that we feared our ſelues,had not God 
fought for vs, and turned them backe with a great 
ſlaughter : yea, ſuch was our lofſe, and the doubt- 
tulneſſe of bo victory , that all Europe rang with 
our oucrthrow : Mo”, in Hungary it was reported, 
how hewas comeas farre as Sendomiria and Cra- 
couia; but (God be thanked) it fell out otherwiſc, 
and as now the talcistold,a ſtrangeaccident affrigh- 
ted them all, which we knew not then , nor doc we 
now preſume vpan, either as our deſeruing,or cauſe 


_ ofpreſeruation, 


The ſame day, an Earthquake chaunced in the 
Turkes Camp, in ſuch a fearctull and palpable man- 
ner, that the whole Armyranne out of their Tents, 
leauing the Emperour with ſome] certaine Cham- 
bcrers and Ianizarics alone in his : who on a ſud- 
dain: demaunded; what was become of his Army? 
to whom it was anſwered , Thatpart were.gone vp- 
on a Camiſado on the Polonians, and part were 
ranne out as amazed at the Earthquake. And part, 
nowthe curſe of Mahowet partthemyfaid he:VWhat 
doc I here to bea ſcorne to youall, and a derifion to 
poſterity 2 With thathe ſnatched ata Semiter, and 
whether he meant to ſtrikeat them, or diſpatch him« 
ſelfe, they could nor tell. But thus preuented , hee 
tcll groucling on the ground, and vp againe with a 


diſtcmpred 
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diſtempred conntenance, and wringing his hands r 
wherein his diſtemperature moued commiſeration, 
and theyall ſtood amazed to fee 14. yeares ſo appre- 
henfiue to diſtinguiſh berweene glory and ſhame: 
bur were confounded altogether to heare him vtter 
theſe words, and vent outa paſſion in ſuch an he- 
roick manner, 

Oh God !hat haſt giuen vs bread, andenlarged 
our Empire with the terricorics of Icewes , Chriſti- 
ans, and 100. Kingdomes beſide ?that haſt made the 
houſe of Othowana ſcourge and terrour to all Na- 
rions, and enlarged our renowne before any Prince 
vnder the Sunne : that haſt giuen vs a Prophet, and 
a Law, whereby our Alcharon is without oppoſi- 
tion: that haſt made our /acraportaa wonder in na- 
ture, and aduanced our great Cirty ona hill of emi- 
nency, that all the Nations may call S:anbolebeau- 
tifull, and come from a farre to behold our Saris, 
But what fhall become of all this > Shall my youth, 

' temerity, cowardize,or misfortune,addeatfatall pe- 
riod to this glory, or all my Aunceſtors victories 
wrapped vp m the Ciprescheſts of my deſtiny , and 
ominous proceedings? Shallall theſgKingdoms re- 
ſume anew courage of reuolting, as it the Mahume- 
ranc Empire were now at the higheſt, and my diſa- 
ftrous childiſhnefle the diſcouerer of the ſecret ? 
Shall Orhomans aſhes be metamorphozed into ſome 
horrid ſhape, to exprobrate my pufillanimiry, and 
tell me to my face, I am more worthy ofa rod then 
a Scepter ? Shall 1ahomer come from Paradife,and 


aſſure me,rhe gates ſhal be (hut in the infide againſt 


me, , 
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me,for abuſing the truſt committed ro megand play- 
ing the ſuckling, whea [ was to fight his bactailes in 
the field ! Oh what an excruciation is this? Haue all 
my Prediceſſors done ſomething in the world as an 
addition of honour,and cnlargement of their fame, 
fauc onely my ſelfe , who am now ſo farre from do- 
ing of any thing worthy the leaft report; that in 
ſeed of memorable ations and heroick attempts, 
I muſt returne with ſhame and dilcomfiture : nay,as 
they tell ms, make a peace with a petty Prince and 
Prouince , when my Prediceſſours neuer pitched 
their Tents , nor aduanced the Standarts of our 
Creſſant : but hadall the Princes of Europe with 
the wingsof the winde, to flyc in their faces,and yet 
tono purpoſe. And now, and now: am{ borneto 
ſhame and confuſion? Oh God ! Oh 41472aer, ſhall 
;t be thus ? | 

To this, orthe like purpoſe was that day ſpent by 
che young Prince, till at laſt, as you ſee the vp/:c 
ftreames of a River follow one another , miſci-1fe 
att-nded miſchicfe, and the cries of wounded men 
aſlured him, there was newes of another flaughrer ro 


torment hnn.z, then grew ke ſo mad indeed, thatno 


body durſt come in his fight, had not the Mufty and 
ſome Doors of the Law leuiated this phrenzie 
with honeſt diſcourſe; and from example, madea 
Cataplaime as it were for h1s fore: telling him the 
ſtory of Baiazer, whom Tamberlarmebound in chains, 
and of Sy/im:2w the magnificent,who after many glo- 
rious victorics , ſaw the malice of a woman to de- 
Groy his fonne 214f4p44, and the reſt of his family: 


and 
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and of many others who had as great-touch%s of 
grieuances as men were were ſudieQvnto, & either 
beare them out bravely with the ſcorne of diſquier, 
or recouered their renownes With a new induftry, 
that was ſhrinking fro them, by giuing way to feare 
or impatience: and therefore it is wiledome and 
magnanimiry to put in practiſe the beſt examples, 
andof all other things to yeeld to opportunity , as 
for the peace now to be conſidered on: -There was 
no diſparagementto his Honour, and the greateſt 
Monarchs 1 the world haue yeelded to neceflity in 
{uch conſtraints. Againe, Fortune was notalwayes 
diſpoſcd to be waaton,nor would at all times attend 
the chariot of Warre: therefore it was beſt yeelding 
alittle to time, eſpecially now, when warltke Nati- 
.ons had [carncd this diſcipline, to encloſean Army 
within Trenches,and Palliſadoes, that durſt not en- 
durcthe fury ofa battaile, nor the violence of ſuch 
forces, as were ſure tgmake their way in the open 
A21ds. Beſtdes,cxpericncc had diſcouered this ſecret, 
that a well fortited Towne was now Tongcra win- 
ning and battcring, then a whote Prouince in times 

paſt in ouer-running and we APs 
In this manaer , ti;cy pacified the young Prince, 
and prepared him againftall manner of ominous ac- 
.cidents: fo that when the Treaty oi Peace came in 
deed, the Commiſſioners proceeded, as you haue 
heard, and not onely etefted rhat,which they went 
for: butreturned wit't ſufhcicnt reward, and equa[l 
.Acceptation , relating thc matter as it chanced, and 
certifying our Piince with the whole diſcourſe, 
' wile 
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«hve he was reſident ac Camenices, 
 Thusfar gentle Reader, hath one Letter brought 
ne, and the buſineſſe, which being ina high Latine 
phbraſc,anda Poliſh CharaQer doth warrant,ie came 
trom ſome Gentleman of quality, or Souldier of ac- 
count, or both inone man, who was furean aQor in 
the ſame: and hcerem I haue not failed in any ſub- 
Rance of matter, except in ſome circumſtance of 
time,or Ortography of-proper names, miſtaking a 7 
foranL , oran sforanr, with ſuch like,&c. which 
ſuch, as know the Countrey, may caſely mend ;and 
fuch as know not, may yet vnderſtand the truth of 
the buſineſſe , without taking exceptions at the ac- 
cent of proper places, onely I muſt confeffe I finde 
not the word Rex 1n all the Letter, but at the latter 
end : onely illuſtri{s/mus Princeps is often named, 
which whether it meane the Father or Sonne,] leaue 
to him that can iudge by the coherence of the ſen- 
tences, and application of the diuifions; what is 
done, is mcerely for thy fatisfation, and what is to 
be done, will afford you the like pleaſure : For in 
both,you may ſce the mercy of a great God,and the 
vanity of a prefſumptuous man : the onecan pull 
downe the proud , and aduance the humble and 
weake : the other muſt confeſſe the changes ofmor- 
tality, & alteration of humane condition : or knock 
his knees together with feare and trembling , when 
with Belſhaſber he ſces the hand writing on the wal!. 


Thus did the Afirian Monarch banquet in the 


bounds of the SanQuuary, and that in ſecurity, when 
yet the ſame night the Medes and Perſians befieged 
| Babylon, 
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Babylon, and heewas berrayed into his Enemies 
hands with the Joſſe of his life, and Kingdorne. And 
chus did the great Turke threaten Poland,as hoping 
thereby to make a way into Europe, and the Not- 
therne Seas, when yet within three moneths he was 
veterly diſappointed, and compelled to entertaine a 
Peace, when ina youthfull iollity his heart ſcorned 
to entertaiac any thing but reuenge or ambitious 
defignes, Now the God of all bleflings make vs 
thankfull for ſo greata mercy, that his benefits be 
not beſtowed in vaine, nor wee the ſonnes of men 
more ſtupid and 9 , then the druitbeaſts, 
that acknowledge his kindnefle , and eucrlaſting 
goodnefle. 

I hauc alſo (gentle Reader) another Letter for 
thee, which depends immediatly vpon the former, 
ſorting in cuery thing to the truth : but that I finde 
a little diſcrepancy inthe rifing of the Camp, which 
cithcrmay be miſtaken by the difference of ftilo ne- 
0, and axtiquo, or by the Kings going to Leopolis, 
before the maine Camps brake vp , and the Tarcars 
were abſolutely appeaz'd , or drawae away by the 
Grand Signicur. [I firfde it tranſlated ro my hand, 
and written from Leopolis ro ſome man of Honour 
elſe where:bur it hath neicher date, nor ſuperſcrip- 
tion: no, northe Author hath ſubſcribed his name ; 
at which I doenot wonder, becauſe it is but a Copy, 
nor would khaue tkee wonder ; For it is a common 
cbing in Lecters of newes and occurrences, wherein 
all men would be glad ro participate their ſecrets for 
the common good,but not = iſh che A” for 
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feare of private traducing : you' ſhall have it there. 
fore, as [ finde it; and when you haue read it, then 
iadge whether it be worth the publiſhing or no.

(7r-1cious and Honourable Lord : 


 & HE fourth of October , wee departed from 


Lublinn, from whencel ftgnified rhe preſent 
<currents , and hauing | now expoled our 
ſelues to anew tourney, we likewiſe a-new diſpoſed 
the order ot our marches: For although the peace 
was concluded , yet the rydings of the Fartars and 
 Yalachians approches encreaſed , who being not 
withdrawne out of the field, weld not withdravs 
themfelues from their beaſtly manner of ſpoilcs, 
robberies, rapes, 4nd cruelty: Wherefore to pre- 
Vent their reuenges . and ſecure our ſelucs , the 
Troopes were thus mar{ha!led, Pirit, certaine Cor- 
nets of Horſc-zen , and Scowr- Maſters were ſent 
put; then the Vantguard with a Battalion on foot : 
then the Kings Maicftie with his houſthold-ſeruants, 
aud the Banner Imprictlcd the Armes royall ; to wity 
awhite Eaglc with: a white creffe dinided , and Vp= 
on.the'tame 7ecametprote, This Enfigne conſiſting 
of-tuehungred, was gathercd at ihe charges of vo 
luntary 
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kintary Courtiers, and by them exquiſitely ſet our 
and ordered. After theſe , immediately followed 
the Kings Maieſtie, with a Troope ot three hun- 
dred Dutch Horſe, being his Guard : then came 
ſuch Carriages as belonged to the King . and then 
ſuch as belonged to the Souldiers: And laſt of all 
followed the teare, which confifted moſt of Maſters 
of Pole, The fixth day wee came to Zamoſchia, 
where there adhered vnto vs about fixe thouſand 
Dutch Horſe-men, whoſe Colonell was the Pala- 
tine of Marcinburg, and {ixe thouſand Foot vnder 
the conduct of Colonell 4rzhems : ſo that thus 
Krengthened, we marched with greater fafcry, yer 
not altogether without peril], vntill wee came to 
Leopolis. For on the one fide we ſaw the Country 
on fire, a moſt certaine CharaGcter of the Tartars im- 
preſſion, who burned all before them, and we had 
now attained vnto their aſhes : on the other ſide, 
wee might ecaſely ſce many ſtragling Seruians, and 
Bulgarians , who as the Tartars. delighred in no- 
thing, but vniuftifiable Robberics, in which manner 
for all the Turkes proclamation they continued, till 
they were quite retired home, 

Th: 8. of October, we lodgedall nightina little 
Towne, which had. been burnt by the Tartars cal- 
led Poalrtez,, and from thence determined the next 
day to go forward:bur fare ceated vpon the Vaunt- 
gard,by rea'on the Scowrs returned with newes,that 
our Wagons were ſurprized , and the noyſe wear, 
they were ranſacktby the Tarars : bu: thankes be tO 
God , it proucd a failc Afarim: onciy {ume 4099. 
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Tartars, and other of thoſe Nations appeared with 
a warlike countenance,and mighthaue been ſuſpec« 


ted to take aduantage of our iraglers : but ſeeing vs 


ſo ſtrong, and fo well ordered, they gauevs leauc to 
goc forward , and we left thein to tlicir ſauage and 
vnaaturall immanity. 

The day following , a Councell was called ina 
little Towne called Kimerton , and for as much as 
the maine body of the Tartars Army, was but three 
m:le diſtant from vs,and thathauing done ſo well all 
this while, wee would be loath to make a ſhuffling 
cndatthe parting : we there encamped our {clues, 
and aboad a whole day , and then taking the neigh- 
bouring people into our cuſtody , we marched for- 
ward toward Leopolis, and hauing the twelfth of 
October gayned the ſight of the City , cuery man 
was chearcd , and ſolemnly praiſed God for their 
former deliuerance. There came forch many of the 
Gennlity to ſalute and receiue the King : and after 
chem followed multitudes of people : an old cu- 
ſtome to applaud the ation ef Conquerors,or wel- 
come ſuch Princes, whoelſe would be sheir owne 
caruers. It was verily weorth the ſccing: For the 
King neuer rode with ſuch pompe and confluence 
into any City; and becauſe it wasremarkable, and 
worthy of memory , I will hereafter compile it into 
a larger diſcourſe, and ſend it your Honour. In the 
meane time, to ſatisfic thoſe rhat deſire to know the 
preſent eſtate of our affaires, I will briefly make a 
ſummary colle&ion, and intimate our deliucrances, 
as they chanced. 

. Beyoud 
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Beyond all expeCtation a ſaluation is befalne vs: 
For wee are releaſed from the extreamc peri!l 
whereinto wee were falne, not by our owne dili- 
gence and power, butby the ſpectall providence of 
God, who hath done great wonders for vs. Behold 
our matters were at the point of lofe, our Souldi- 
ers being wearicd and tyred with Turkiſh aflaults: 
our powder and Munition failed our people, taſted 
of hunger and and wants. Xtkowite Palatine of the 
Wilde, and Generall of the Army dicd in the 
Campe : our Prince fell ſicke and ſadded our hearrs, 
and many other inconueniences beſides the {laugh- 
ters of our men, threatned our ruine, and vtter ſub- 
uerſton, But behold on afuddaine how comfort ap- 
peared : about the 2, of Oftober a treaty of Peace 
was offered, and accepted by the Turke, for which 
purpoſe wee were contented to depute certaine 
Commifhoners,who were accordingly entertained 
and admitted into the Turkes Campe, to wit the 
Caſftellan of Belſexs, and the Palatine of Lublines, 
who went roundly to worke, bur after the Turkiſh 
manner they ſtood vpon high tearmes of ofſtentati- 
on,vntill ſome,who ſtood 1n Traftalion with them, 
mittigated the heauy impoſed conditions, which 
continued vntill the 8. 6f October. In fine, the next 
day I know not by what ſpeciall working of God, 
the Turke caſting afide all the propounded Condi- 
tions,and intcriected cauils, accepted the Patta ax- 
tiqua, which alſo was on beth ſides confirmedand 
catefied :; Then were our Commiſhoners admitted 

| to the Emperours preſence, and kindely ec 
ail 
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and honoured with guiſtes. 
"Healſo ſent vato the Illuſtrious Prince YViadrflans, 
aliuing Elephant with many other thinges, who a- 
gaine regratulared him with Dogs, and certaine 
payres ot hand Guns, made in the Low- Countries, 
and ſo the Peace was publiſhed, and the Articles 
brought to the King to Zeopolzy, rhe Campc remat- 
ning yet firme, and the Coflackes continuing in 
ehcir quarters. 

Ac lalt the Turke retired his Army, and dtuerted 
the Tartars, whoall this while ſpoyled and burned 
the Countrey, hec alſo promiſed great gutfts to ciic 
Coſlackes, which ſhould heereafter be ſent by Le- 
gations, and whatſocuer was equally demaunded, 
was 0n the Turkes part moſt Princely graunted ; all 
which points conſidered , maketh this marrer al- 
moſt incredible ; For the like is not found in the 
Turkiſh Hiſtories, and 1n eſpeciall, that the Empe- 
rourin perſon being, in an expedition of ſuch pre- 
paration, ſhould condiſfcend to ſuch Articles of 
Peace, and be contented to returne home fruſtrated 
and difappoined. 

But theſe bze Gods ſecrets to preſerue vs, to the 
end that Chriftendome ſhould nor by our ouer- 
throw, bee further infeſted with Turkiſh Armies, 
For queſtionles if wee had fayled either in our 
Campe,or incounters, hee had pafled without con- 
trole, and the plaine Conntrey would quickly haue 
beene oucr-runne by thetr multitudes, and outragi- 
ous Tartars who thought vpon nothing butruine 
and deſtruction ; what fhould I inftft more vpon 
this 
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this matter ? great Peace hath imbraced vs, and 
comfort lighted vpon our heades vnlooke for : Our 
Campe ſhall be broken vp, and we dayly expett the 
Turkes Legate,for whom the Illaftrious Prince Y/a- 
Aiflass tarries, aswe ſuppoſe to condu@ him to the 
King, who will abide 8. dayes at Leopolis to giue or- 
der tor the diſcharge of the Souldiers, and ſerling 


of other matters bchoofefull, partly for theſe Pro. 


uinces, partly for the good of Moldauia,and Podo- 
lia, with theſe of Bogdonia, who areall includcd in 
the Articles, 

After the diſpatch of rheſe affaires,the King in- 
rendeth to returng to Warſaw, as recciuing Letters 
outof Sweden, which are not alrogether pleafing 
vntohim : In the meane while the Gentlemen and 
Maſters are difmifſed,and many Souldiers, who are 
yet inthe expedition haue order ro returne, anda 
generall Commaundement is gone out to hauec 
Prayers and Prpcefftonsin cuery Church, yea I am 
ſure by:to that time the newes. came Cracow,and 0- 
ther Cittics, they will not ſpare'for Bonfers, and 
make a generall reioycing in cuery place, 


I know that theſc thinges will bee acceptable ti- 
dings to your Honour, the cuent-of other cauſ.s I 
will hercafter .fignific . Scnd the Conditions of 
the Peace, or if you will the Articles of agreement, 
and diligently wrice-what-elſe ſhall bee worth tiie 
relating, as I cnconnter wath'ſuch, as come out of 
the Campe : All I defire now is, that this my dilt- 
gence may bee-commended, aud dedicared vnto

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your gracious fatour : Iam promiſed a difconrſe 
of the departure of the Tartars, and how they-tooke 
their leaucs of the Gran Sergnenrs, when it comes it 
ſhall ſalure you with ſpeed, in the meanc while

no whit impeach the Pa:7s Conuent : although in this 
reſpet they may happen to fall rogether by the 
cares,and ſecke their reuenges. 

3- When the Trier Chris ſhall goevpon an 
expcdirion to {crue the Turkiſh Emperour, heſhall 
not touch or damnifie his Maicſties Lands, and to 
the end that in this caſe either may knew his bounds 
there ſhallbee Commiſſioners ex viraq, parte ordats 
ned,and by them certaine limits appointed, as allo 
Ouerſeers for the blacke Sea,and thoſe rouers. 

4. Reſpublice Polcni:s, yeeldeth and accordeth 
henceforch to pay vnto the Tartar the accuſtomed 
Tribure which hee ſha!l demaund by his Ambaſla- 
dors,and inthis reſpe& the Hoſpodar of Walachia, 
ſhall alwayes be an vnderſtinding peaceable man, 
_ anda Chriftian,and hall helpe to keepe the Tartars 
in Office, & goucrnment,that they attempt nothing 
2 : Conire 
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C-ntrapatts, or if they doe to -receine puniſhment, 
according to the nature of the offence and tryall : 
And if his Maieſty ſhall haue ſuch occaſion, then 
ſhall the Tartars aſſiſt him againſthis enemies : Ina 
word, they ſhalbe obliged to ſcrue the Kingdome. 

5. [tis granted, that Chochimn (hall be deliuered 
ynto the Hoſpodar of Walachia, with all the ap- 
purtenances formerly belonging to that Fort, 

6. Vnto all thoſe which are rhe Turkes enemies, 
ſhall che King and Kingdome of Poland, be likewiſe 
Encmies, and a friend vnto all his Fricnds : and in 


the ſame manner ſhall the Turkiſh Empcrour be 


ovliged to the Crowne of Poland. 

7. Allthcſe Conditions were ſworne by the ſaid 
Commiſhoners, and 'they were writterr in Poliſh, 
Turkiſh,and Latine, and the following great Am- 
baſſadors in like manner fai74 rezouarzne on both 
partcs ſhall confirme the: ſame, and continue the 
maintaining of the ancient Pat7a by their Oathes : 
They were alſo vnder written by the Viceer of the 
Army of Turkes, the Mufty, and a DoQtor of Law : 
but on our ſide, by Stani/[ane Zirarmicks, Caſtellan of 
gelſen, and Iames of Sobriski the Palatine, Sonne of 
Zubelskiinthe name of the Kings Maiefty,and of the 
Generall Stani/lane Lubomirski, Captaine of Z ando- 
mir : with the other Commiſſioners deputed. 


Thus (gentle Reader) thou haft likewiſe the laſt 
Letter with the condicions of peace, as they were 
then ratified by the Turks, and King of Poles Com- 
'721ſheners ; there were allo read in publique the old. 

contracts, 
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eontrafts, containing the limitation of their King- 
domes, and the mentioning their friends and con- 
federates, with all tributary Prouinces, and many 
ether things impertinentat theſe times: all which ! 
hauc omitted to trouble you withall, reſoluing only 
to ſatisfic you witha plainetruth of the end of the 
Warre, andto tell you a wonderin the making the 
truce: the vie is mecrely to ſer out the glory of God, 
who can turne the frame of heauen about, and bring 


that to pafle with cafinefſe, which the wiſedome of 


man thinketh impoſſible, and the pollicy of King- 
domes dctermineth to contriue another way: and 
to diſcredite the oftentation of Princes, who out of 
their owne preſumption can boaſt of great matters : 
but when the cauſe comes to bee decided in the 
Court cf Heauen, they are laughed to fcorne, and a 
contrary ſentence condemneth them as delinquents 
to the Majeſtic of God, and offenders againſt their 
pwne ſoulcs and conſciences. 

Since this, I hauc alſo receiued other Letters a- 


mongſt the Marchants from Conſtantinople, datcd 


the 10. of December, which make mention of the 
Grand Signicurs being at Andrinopolis, but is not 
yet come to the great Citie : onely the Haga of Ia- 
nizaries, and cecrtaine Officers of the Seralio arc ar- 
rived to prepare the Pallace, and clenſe the Towne, 
that both Court and Citie may be fit for his enter- 
tainment. And amongſt thereſt, there is one thing 
moft-remarkable, that his Vnkle X7/tapha, when he 
was depoſed, did Propheſic of this peace wand in a 
manner forctolde, that the Or:aman Empire was at 
| G. 3 the 
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tehigheſt,and ſhould no further enlarge theſunne} 
but rather declinc,and {ce their renowne ſhadowed 
with malignity of time ; But becaule his Spirit was 
not anfwerable to his greatnes, the Ianizaries neg- 
Ieted him: nor his wiſdome tor lacke of publicke 
conuerſation, as being alwayes kept Priſoner, ſatiſ- 
faftory to the gouernment, hee was tbe ſooner put 
downe, and fo as yet he remaiaes vnſtrangicd, and 
perad uenture vnreſpeCted. 

Therenow remaines no more, but for the Poles 
co fortefie their confines, & ſtand vpon their Guard 
for all this Contratt of amity, and treatice of 
purification, conſidering the fry of Nations, that 
lyc Eaſtward from them, who either are enemies to 
ChriſtianReligion as Idolarers, and Mahumetans : 
or indeed of yo Religion, as running the violent 
race of Sauagenes and beaſtiallity, all which good 
care and vigilancy will preucnt, confideting as I 
haue often ſaid, they arenaked men, haue no Diſci- 
pline, and are to ſecke when they come to Trenches 
and For:ifications : Yet for allthis good {ucceſle:: 
and proſperous cuentof the Yarre 2 I would nei- 
ther have them too preſumpruous, or elated, as 
though their owne Arme of fleth had done 1t : nor 
timerous or exanimated though they heare of the 
Turkes preparation againſt them. For it is not the 
ſound of 2. or 300500. of men can conquer Coun- 
tries and Kinedomes, bur the cxtraordinary valour 
01 well diſciplined SouJdiers, nor are they likewiſe 
to boaſt with the Syrears that they can licke vp the 
dulit of Samzarza,and transfcire the Diadems of Prin. 

CCS 
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ces attheir pleaſure, bur ro know there is a Godof 
Batrailes, that made Gzdeows 300.0ucrrunne the Mz- 
dijanites, and will doe wonders for his Church in de- 
ſpight.of thewatchings of the Dragon : yea make 
nodoubt bur that the ſame God, which hath delt- 
ucred Chriſt:ndome from the Turkes excurſjons 
as you hauc heard, will alſo deliver the Protcſtant 
-Princes fromthe Popes Curſes, and Antichriſtian 
threatnings, as you ſhall ſhortly ſee, And ſo I cnd 
with the Poct:
